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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the applicant's argument that an 
impermissible hindsight reconstruction of the invention is used to combine Yamazaki and Matsumoto, this argument is not persuasive. 
Matsumoto clearly discloses (see column 5, lines 21-56 and FIG. 1) that by combining a gate insulating film 19 with gate insulating film 14 
one can create a thicker gate insulating film. The thicker gate insulating film increases the distance between the gate electrode and 
channel region, thereby increasing the on voltage. The gate insulating film 19 extends all the way across the semiconductor device. In 
column 5, lines 51-56, Matsumoto states that the current consumption will increase. Therefore, Matsumoto provides the motivation 
needed within the level of ordinary skill at the time the invention that the reconstruction of Yamazaki in view of Matsumoto is proper . 
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
